DEATH IN A TUNNEL 



Six Railway Employes Were Suf- 
located by CkMd Gas Under 
the St Clair Riyer. 



TWO OF THE DEAD WERE flESCUERS 



Fireman Saved His Life by Jnmplnt; 
Into the Partly Filled Water 
iank of the Tender. 



He Remained There For Nearly Two 
Hours Before He Wat Rescued, 
and Hie Escape Was Little 
•iMrt of MlraculOM. 

Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 10.— Six em- 
ployes of the Grand Trunk were suf- 
focated to death by coal gas early Sun- 
day In the St. Clair tunnel which nins 
under the St. Clair river from Port 
Huron to Sarnia, Ont. A coal train 
broke in two while passing through 
the tuniMl and three of the train crew 
were auffocated while part of the train 
lay stilled in the tunnel. The engl- 
ner'r lott his life when he returned 
and endeavored to push the stalled 
<?ars back to safety, and two other res- 
fluert perished In vain attempts to 
ipenetrate the gaseous atmosphere of 
the great tube. 

The train, which entered from the 
Anu-iiean side of the tunnel, was 
made up of 17 eoal cars. When it 
broke Engineer John Coleman real- 
ized that the accident had happened 
and with the three cars that were 
h(I11 attached fo the enpine. steamed 
out of (he tunnel into the Sarnia 
yardfi. He- hastily detached his en- 
gine an 1 went hack into the tube for 
the stalled cars. When his engine 
reached them be attempted to push- 
them back through the tunnel and out 
of the American iKirt.-iI. The enplne 
and cars rolled back Into the gas la- 
den tunnel and E^ngineer Coleman was 
suffocated at his post in the engine 
cab. Hii fireman, Fred Forester, with 
great presence of mind, Jumped Into 
the partly filled water tank of the en- 
)?lne, where there wa.s enough air to 
preeerve his life, although he is in a 
serious condition. 

Wben the news of the broken tr|in 
iwidlMd the American side of the tan- 
nel, Superintendent A. 8. Begg. ac- 
companied by two other employes, 
Htiittol in on foot, hoping that the 
train was near enough to the entrance 
so that they might rescue and carry 
out some of the crew. They had gone 
hat a short distance when the coal 
gas became stifling and Begg succumb- 
ed. The other two rescuers succeed- 
ed in crawling to the portal of the tun- 
nel on their hands and kpees. 

Meanwhile preparations were being 
made at. the Samla end pf the tunnel 
to rescne the Imprisoned train crew. 
An fnglne with a party of rescuers 
eiitertd the tube and had jiroceeded 
liut a shrirt distance when they found 
John Haley, a track walker, lying un- 
conscious on the track. He was taken 
oat and again the engUie plunged Into 
the gaseous atmosphere. The rescu- 
ers were overcome, however, by the 
gaE before the train was reached and 
Brakeman McGrath died. Switchman 
Blake, who was a member of the par- 
if, after a time made another attempt 
to ponotrate the g&a. and this time 
succeeded in reaching the stalled en- 
gnx . coui)led it to the cars and ran 
the train out into the daylight. Con- 
ductors Simpson, 'Hnsley and Gillis 
were found disad in the caboose. Fire- 
man Forester was In the water tank 
of the engine nearly two hours before 
he was rescued, and his escape is lit- 
tle short of miraculous.

— A mob 
composed of almui N< j;r(i(s, in- 
censed at the killing Sunday of Gene 
Jones by Harry Bond, both Negroes 
marched to the Jail late Sunday night 
for the avowed puri)ose of securing 
Bond and lynching him. 

The Negroes called to Jailer Archie 
Sparrow, who, thinking that they bad 
a prisoner to turn oyer to him, got 
up, and, lighting a lamp, started fo? 
the Jail. The N(f:'(,<s overpowered 
him and made him surrender the keys. 
They unlocked the Jail door and started 
for Bond, who dodged them, knocked 
over the lamp, and made his escape in 
the darkness. 

Although the Negroes were armed 
with guns and pistols, they did not fire 
a shot at the fleeing Negro.

New York, Oct, 10.— The New York 
polteo are convinced that they have 
broken up a gigantic drug swindle by

The arrests were made on information 
that well known proprietary medicines 
were being counterfeited and sold as 
genuine, and the authorities assert 
that the investigation is not complete. 

Drugs sel/.ed at the apartment of 
Howard E. Wooten Sund;iy, it is said, 
are valued at $10,fM>(>. Wooten is one 
of the men under arrt st. The others 
are Simon B. Minden, Manville Thom- 
as. Charlos S. Hon, Charles F. KilK 
lov and Walter S. Hockey. It is as- 
serted by local detectives that slips 
were foimil in the places raided, fiiv- 
ing the names of S.tiOU drugjci.'^is 
throughout the country to whom dan 
gerous mixtoros, made in New York, 
were sold. It Is said thit the most 
iiuportiint find in the n'ids was the 
circMilai s«.'nt out to drun^ists and 
coiitaiiiini; the rode by which they 
could order the preparations. 

It Is alleged by the police that prep- 
arations made by the best known 
chemical firms In Ehirope were coun- 
terfeited. In circulars discovered was 
the statement: "All these goods are 
genuine, in origiaal paohg— ■ Mid un- 
6pened." 

The price list showed that the drugs 
in the list were bolus sold below the 

regular price.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 10.— Gen. Kuro- 
patkin's order of the day announci&s 
his determination to take thd oftal* 

sive was supplemented Sunday night 
by the news that an offensive mave- 
ment has already been lieKun and that 
the Japanese line has been broken at 
Bentsiuputze on the east through Ven- 
ial and across the railway to the banks 
of the Hun river on the west. The 
Russian force ha.s been moving sotith 
in close touch with the Japanese ad- 
\atu'e since October 4. The Japanese 
outposts were driven back in a series 
of skirmishes, and on October 9 the 
Russians re-occupied the station of 
Shakhe, 15 miles sotiih of Mukden, 
the railway batfaliim restmiiit; the 
bridge across the Shiikbe river tho 
next day iti order to facilitate the ad- 
vance. Meanwhile Gen. Mlstchenko's 
Cossacks pushed southwest ward as 
far as the Yeiit^ii mines, defeating; the 
Japanese in a series of warm sl-;ir- 
mishes. 

Tile most important action, how- 
ever, occurred on the .Japanese right 
at Bentsiaputze. Here the Japanoso 
held a strong and important position, 
but it Seems tliey made the inexplica- 
ble omission to fortify a coninia tiding 
hill which was the i\ey to the wliole 
situation. A portion of Qen. Kuropat- 
kin's toreo mado a strong attack on 
Bentsiaputze and, taking a leaf oat 
of the Japanese book, occupied tho 
hill from the east and flanked the .Jap- 
anese out of the town, causing a seri- 
ous loss in a rear j^uard fight. The 
Russian casualties are reported to 
havo been ineoBsldoraMo. 

While these operations are progres- 
sing N(Mitli vf Mukden. It is reported 
that two Japanese divisions under 
Qen. Fugi are marching west up the 
Liao river and are now 22 miles south 
of Simlotin. Oen. Kuroki is expected 
to mate • similar move eastward. 
This statement if aoearato leaves two 
armies in the anomalous position of 
threating eaeh other's lines of coinmii- 
nication, the Japanese by a wide turn- 
ing movement, while the Russians, 
puabing south, have already infl cted 
a blow on the Japanese right and are 
crowding back their center along the 
railway.

Wife of Section Foremaa Wbanger Killed 

bj a C. aad 0. I'rfight Traia Sat- 
arday Night. 



A frightful acddent occurred in the C. 
and 0. yards, just west of the depot, Sat- 
urday night about V:45 o'clock. 

The wife of Section Foreman A. J. 
Wbanger was horribly mangled by a 
freight train, havinu; one leg cut ct) 
above the knee, the other crushed and 
being otherwise ln]nr«d, from which she 
died about an hour afterwards. 

The family reside on West Second 
street, with a rear entrance from the 0. 
and 0. tracks. 

Freight train Ni). 71 bad just pulled in 
and waa engaged in switching some cars 
from one track to another when Mrs. 
W hanger, who attempted to cross to her 
burne, was stuck by a cut of cars being 
backed down the road, knocked beneath 
the wheels and fatally injured as above 
descriiied. 

When the unfortunate woman was dis- 
coverod, she waa qniekljr carried Into 
the house and Dr. Reed summoned, but 
when be arrived, he saw at once that 
the end waa near, and shortly afterwards 
she died. 

The grief of her husband and the 
three children who survive— Layton, 
aged thirteen; Wesley, eleven, and Lola, 
nine, was heart-rending, and sy mpatbetic 
neighbors did all they coa!d to comfort 
the bereaved ones. 

Deceased was only twenty-nine years 
old and previous to her marriage lived at 
Allegheny Station, Va. The family 
moved here eight yeara ago, and with 
the exception of a few months have re> 
aided in Maysville ever since. 

The remains were taken to Rancevert, 
W. Va., Mr. Whanger's former home, 
yesterday afternoon on train No. 2 and 
the burial will take place their to^y.
